The ReattbHeaaa put forth a moat formid- 
able candidate in tbe person of John W. 
Ti rkea, a man of national reputation, who 
had held himself aloof from the recent 
political trouble. It was a national year, 
Bryan and McKinley being the candidates, 
and the race was one of the most feettf 
contested held in the state in years.

As gov - 
ernor he did much to allay feeling which 
had been stirred up during the 1900 polit- 
ical troubles, winning the strong friend 
ship of Kepublirans who had bitterly op- 
posed him. He was governor of the 
wh o l e people, and no trace of political 
feeling ever was displayed in the gover- 
nor's olf'.ce during the vears ihat followed 
the political strife. During his incumben- 
cy he cleared ihe state of debts totaling 
nearly S-J.OOn.O "0 without increasing the 
t tx rate, and passed the offlc* to his suc- 
cessor with a million in ihe public ire.is- 
Htry. He collected for the state from the 
national vei nieiit over $l,:iitt.ii00 war 
debt. The new capitol was - begun and 
sraetlealiy completed under his direction, 
ind a home was established in the state 
for Confederate soldiers. 

<>ne eif the most notable features of the 
Beckham administration of affairs in 
Kentucky was the enforcement of the 
Sunday laws and the promotion of tem- 
perance and regulation e>f the liquor traf- 
1c. Cntil ite had an opportunity to ap 
point a major of l^uisville. in )»>7. st- 
lo-ms ran wide open on the Sabbath 
With the appointment of Robert Worth 
Itingham as mayor they closed and have 
-n continued ever since. Through further 
extensions of the county unit local option 
laws he incurred the enmity of the bquor 
neople and through taxation laws the ill 
will of the whisky rectifiers. Before his 
•erm as gov ernor had closed he was nom- 
inated by ihe Democrats of the state in. 
a primary election for the ofli f of United 
States senutr»r, defeating Jv.mos B. Me 
Creary for that heinor. In those days rra 
*ta»e legislature had the final say. and. 
although there was a e-lear • Democrat 1 ' 
majority in that bodv. he was defeated! 
'hrough the machinations of the whisky 
mel brewery interests, who drew away 
from him four men who had been elected 
i s Democrats and pledged to his support 
as the party nominee. 

Senator Elect Beckham is not unknown 
in the national councils of the Demo- 
cratic party. In the national conventions 
of 1904, iron and 1912 he was a delegate at 
large from the state of Kentucky, and in 
each convention represented his state on 
the committee on resolutions of the con- 
vention, helping to draft the national plat- 
form of the party. He has thus been 
closely associated with Mr. Bryan, w'«h 
whom he has stumped Kentucky in jll 
of the campaigns since 1x98. He was a 
Wilson adherent when it was unpopi'M 
to be on that side in Kentucky, owing ti- 
the candidacy of a former Kentucklan.
